Extrad of a Letter from London, 

Yefterday a Motion was made in the Houfe of Com- 
mous, aud the Queftion was propofed, That an humble 
AddretS be prefented to his Majetty to return him the 
Thanks of the Houle, tor his prudent and paternal Care 
iu recalling trom the Netherlands a, confiderable Part of 
the Britith Forces, Yo abfulutcly neceffiry for the imme- 
diate Defence of the Kingdom; and with Hearts truly 
loyal, and anxious for the publick Safety, moft humbly 
to offer his Majeity the Advice of his faithful Com- 
mons (as he had been pleated in his Specch to require 
them to do) in this difficult and perilous Conjunéture, 
That he would lixewife be pieafed to recal home, as 
falt as couveniently miy be, all the reft of the Britith Fore 
ces now in the Netherlands, as the molt proper and the 
fureft Means to fupprefs and entirely to extinguifh this 
deteltable Rebellion, effectually to difcourage any foreign 
Power from affifting the Rebels, and to reftore the Peace 
of the K'ngdom. And the previous Queftion be- 
ing put, That the Queftion be now put, after 2 very long and 
warm Debate, it pailed inthe Negative, 148 againft 136.

Memoirs of the Vifcount of Dundee. 

ohn Graham of Claver-houfe, defcended of Graham 
J of Fintray, who was the eldeft Son of a fecond Mar- 
riage of John Graham defigned of Dunduff, (one of the 
Progenitors of the prefent Duke of Montrofe) and iis 
fecond Wife, Mary Stuart, Daughter to King Robert 
IlI. and his Queen Annabel Drummond. 

This John Graham of Claver-houf:, was created Vif 
count of Dundee and Didope by King Charles IL. 

This worthy Gentleman, with the happy Advantages 
of an hereditary Loyalty, and a liberal Education,in Hu- 
manity, and the Mathematicks, in which he made a ve- 
ry confiderable Progrefs, to qualify himfelf for the Ser- 
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vice of his King and Country, travelled into France, 
where he {pent fome time in the French Service asa Vo- 


‘Junteer, with great Reputation and Applaufe. For his 


farther Improvement, he went from thence to Holland, 
where his early Inclination to Arms recommended him 
to the Prince of Orange, who made him Cornet of one 
of his own Troops of Guards, which Poft foon gave 


him an Opportunity of thewing himfelf to the World. | 


For the at the Battle of Senetf 1674, when the Prince 
of Orange was difmounted, and in great Dunger of be- 
ing taken, he refcued him, and brought him off upon bis 
own Horfe. His Highnefs requited this brave AGtion, 
by making him Captain of one of his Troops of Guards. 
This, together w'th his other ditlinguifhing Merits, recom- 
mended him to the Favour of King Charlies and the Duke 
of York, and made him as univerfally feared as: known 
by his Enemies. One of the Scots Regiments in Holland 
becoming vacant, his Intereft with the Court of England, 
and the Prince of Orange’s Promites for Services per- 
formed, encouraged him to ftsnd Candidate for the Re- 

iment, which a Dutch Interett carried againft him. He 
refented this Affront fo highly, as to leave the Dutch 
Service, and return to Scotland in the Year 1677, where 


-King Charles II. raifed a Regiment of Foot, and three 


Independent Troops of Horie, the firft of which he gave 
to Captain John Graham of Claver-houfe. About which 
Time, thofe turbulent People, the Whigs, began to keep 
their Conventicles in the Welt of Scotland, and frequent 
them with Horfe and Arms, in an infolent and open De- 
fiance of the peaceable and tender Government, who 
were obliged to fend Clavers with his own Troop and 
fome others of Dragoons, to fupprefs their faétious Meet- 
ings; which he endeavoured with all poffible Prudence 
and Civility, but without Succets. He converfed with 
fome of their Min‘fters and leading Men, and reprefent- 
ed tothem the Danger they expoted themfelves to, by 
difturbing foindulgent a Government; and at the f,me 
Time advifed them tu make their Application to his Ma- 


jefty, who would be fure to grant them their Requetts as. 


far as reafonable: But they, were too obitinate to conde- 
fcend to his Advice. He often impofed Fines and Mul@s 
on them, to frighten them into their Allegiance, but ne- 
ver exaéted onc Farthing: No Arguments.of Religion 
or Reafon, could poffibly prevail with them, but they 
ftit! prefumptuoufly advaneed, and boldly increafed their 
rebellious Meetings, and often oppofed the King’s 
Troops, when they gently endeavoured to difperfe them ; 
and at laft grew fo very impudent, as to hold their Mect- 
ings in the very Face, and under the Note of the King’s 
Garrifous. 

The firt A& of Rebellion, they comm'tted, was.at 
Whitekirk-bill, in Eaft Lothian, in View, of the Bafs. 
Near twelve hundred of the Whigs afflembled ; and Mr. 
Charles. Maitlang, Governor of the Bals, went afhore 


with twelve Men, and earneftly intreated them to dif-. 


perfe, and not tohold their Meetings in fight of the King’s 
Garrifon, it being contrary to the eftablifhed. Laws of 


the Nation.. They immediately affaulted him and h’s. 





Men, killed on¢, and wounded the reft, himflf very | 


nirrowly efcaping. Yet the Government was fo merci. 
ful, that only one Learmont a Pedlar, was executed at 


known to be equally gu'Ity. 
The next Murder that blood-thirfty and wicked Peo 
ple committed (to the eternal Shame and Sorrow of 


their Country) was on the Body of Dr, James Sharp: 
Archbifhop cf St. Andrews, and Primate of Scotland, 


on the third of May 1679. His Grace returning home 
in his Cos¢h with his Daughter, about three Miles from 
St. Andrews, was ailiulted oy nine Ruffians, who cut 
the Traces of the foremott Horfes, wounded the Pofti- 
lion, and imperioufly commanded the Archbifhop to 
come out of h's Coach, who immediately complied , and 
earncftly implored the Liberty to fay his Prayers. The 
Roffians objeéted, he had frequently prevented their Pray- 
ers, and inftantly three of thm killed him, by giving him 
many Wounds in the Head and Body; and that the o- 
ther fix might be equally guilty in the execrable A@ion, 
they cut him, when dead, in feveral, Parts of his Head 
aud Body; They alfo maltreated his Daughter, for du- 
tirully offering to affift h.r Father. 

The flagitious Villains were fo fteeled in their Wick- 
ednefs, tht at Drumclog, and Bothwel-Bridge, they pu- 
blickly owned the Murder, and wickedly gloried in it, 
Only one of them, Haxton of Rathillit, was apprebend- 
ed at Airs-mofs, and hanged at Edinburgh. The ref 
fled to Holland, that common Sanétuary of Britifh Re- 
bels and Murderers; andon the Prince of Orange’s Ar- 
rival in England, Dr. Fleming, one of the Affafines, who 
came over with him, publickly appeared every Day on 
the Roval Exchange, and pra&tifed Phyfick in London 
many Years, without ever being arraigned for fo inhu- 
man and barbarous a Murder. 

After this bloody I’a& they kept their Mectings in great 
Numbers, and well armed, and wore often too ftrong 
for the few regular Troops under the Conunand of Cla- 
vers. On-the firlt of June 1678,. 3000 Whigs affembled 
at Drumclog in the Shire of Air, many of them well 
armed: Whereof Clavers being informed, marched to- 
wards them with hisown Troop, and 40 Dragoons, and. 
attacked them in a Bog, wherethe Whigs behaved them- 
fylvcs very defperately, killed 27. of his Troopers and 
Dragoons, as.alfg his Cornet, one of bis own Name, 
and a Relation; and imagining him to. be Clavers, they 
barbaroufly thruft many Swords ito his dead Body, anc 
beat his Head into a Jelly. 

Clavers very providentially efcaped, by. difmounting 
one of his Trumpeters. when his own Horfe’sGuts were 
cut out witha Scythe. The Whigs, that Night, at Strever 
in Clydefdale, murdered all their Prifoners, and Claveri 
was obliged to retreat to. Glafgow, where my Lord Rofi 
lay with two Regiments of Foot, and there my Lor< 
Rofs and Clavers barricado’d all the Lanes and Streets 
in the Towa, where the next Day they were boldly, tho 
diforderly attacked by 4900 Whigs, who with great Lofi 
were repulfed out of Glafgow ; whence returning thret 
Miles off to Shawhead Muir, they were there joined by 
others to the Numbcr of 16,000 Men. 

Upon which !my Lord Rofs. and. Clavers..thought f 
to retreat to Stilring, to join the reft,of the King’s For 
cesthere. Which Retreat, with the Succefs the Rebel 
had in their Skirmith at Drumclog, encourag:d them t 
declare an open Rebellion, anda Defiance of the King’ 


Edinburgh for the Murder, though feverai others were ' Troops.at Bothwel- Bridge. 
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On the roth ef June 1679, Clavers, with 40 Horfe | 
and 40 Dragoons, turprizea at Bewly-Bog above 350 Re- 
bels well armed, going to join their main Boay near 

Bothwel-Bridge, killed 75 and took many Prifoners. 
About this Time, the Earl of Linlithgow was created 
Major-General in the Viace of Sir George Mouro, and 
had gathered all the ftaudiig Troops of the Nation toge- 
ther at Falkirk; wacre he wis jo ned by my Lord Rols 
and Clavers. His Army coniilted ot one Troop of 
Horfe G.ards, two Regiments of Foot, three Indepen- 
dent Troops of Horfe, and three Troops of Draguons, 
with which he marched to Gialgow co fupprefs the Re- 
bels: But when he caine to Inchbelly-Bridge, near Kil- 
fyth, he received Orders from the Privy Counzil, to re- 
turn back to Edinburgh with all the King’s Forces, which 
very much furprized all the Officers of the Army, and 
more particularly Clavers, who oftired, with 1000 Horfe 
and Foot, to difperfe the Rebels, or never to return him- 
{elf alive. But the Earl of Linlithgow’s Orders from 
the Privy Council were {0 polit ve and binding, that he 
durft not hazard it, but returned back to Edinburgh ; 
which fo encouraged the rebellious Whigs, thar they 
flucked together in Shouls, and furmed a Camp in Both- 
wel Muir, asout 6 Miles towards the E-ft of Glafgow, | 
and two Miles towards the Welt of Hamilton, where | 
they encamped, until they were dilperfed by the King’s { 
Forces. 
Neither was the King and’Government idle in this un- | 
| 





lucky JunGure; for they raifed all the Militia in the 
Kingdom, and called in two Regiments of Dragoons, 
commanded by Colonc! Oglethorp aud Mayor Main, | 
then at Summer. Quarters in the North of England, to | 
their Affifttance: Then all the Forces m:rched trom E- | 
dinburgh on Monday, and on Tuefday to Kirkhill Park, 
which is about 9 Miles, and the next Day to Muirhead. 
On Tuefday his Grace the Duke of Monmouth caine to 
Edinburgh, ang cn Thuriday he joined the Army, and | 
on Saturday ar Night, or rather Sunday Morning, being 
the 22d of j He 1679, his Grace marched with his Army 
to Bothwel-Bridge, where 12000 Rebels were encamp- 
ed. The Duke, by his Majctty’s fpecial Commiffion, 
offered them every third Church in the Kingdom, with 
many other Privileges, providing they would Jay down 
their Arins, and return home to their refpective Dwel- 
lings, and live quietly under the Government. 
he obftinate Rebels refufed all the Royal Mercies 

propofed them, fo thatimmediately a Party of Dragoons 
were ordered to advance near the Bridge, with two Pie- 
ces of Cannon, which beat down their .Barricadocs on 
the Middle of the Bridge. The King’s Army marched | 
along the Bridge, and having fired tour Field-pieces at 
the Rebels Horie, they all fled, and left the r Foor at the 
Mercy of the Dake and his Army. There were about 
1g00,Prifoners taken, and they. owned there was 2 great -' 
er Number. killed on the Spot. Drumclog and the | 
Archbifhop of St. Andrews’s Murder were iufficiently 
revenged that Day; and if Clavers and Ogletaorp had | 
been left:to their own Diferetion, they had putan End to | 
that rebelJious. Crowd, and purged the Nation of. much. 
fuperfluons.and corrupted Blood. . 

After. the Dcfeat the Rebels reccived at Bothwel- 
Bridge, according to. their innate Principles, they {till

continued rebellious in the Weft of Scotland, which ob- 
liged the Government to fend Clavers to Galloway, 
with a Party of Horfe and Dragoons, to fupprefs their 
rebellious Aflemblies, who aéted with fo much Difcre- 
tion and Prudence, fomcetiines threatening them with the 
Rigour of the Law, at other times uling them with un- 
expected and undeferved Clemency, that in a great mea- 
fure he pained the Affetions of both the Gentry and 
Commous of that Country. He was not covetous; for 
tho’ he fined them according to Law, he always torgave 
them, on condition they would go to Church, fubmit. 
themfzlves to the Government, and live peaceably at 
Home. But his Dragoons were the only Mevicines to 
be applied to their Diftempers, and made them more tract- 
able than all the Advice he could give them. For, 

On the 17th of July 1680, about 300 Banditti of the 
Whigs, gatnered together near Airfmots, in the Shire of 
Air; Earlfhall, Clavers’s Lientenant, having received 
Information, marched immediately with 80 Horfe aud 
Dragoons to difperfe then; who, as foon as the King’s 
Troops appeared, retreated to the Mofs, fought it defpe- 
rately, and killed 17 of the King’s Troops; but at lait. 
were defeated, and many of them killed. The famous. 
Minifter Cameron and his Brother were both killed; and 
Haxton of Ruthillit, one of the Murderers of the Bithop 
This was the leit a@ual 
Rebellion they committed in King Charles I.’s Time, 
tho” they had many private Mectings, which Clav: rs 
fuppreffed with fo much Prudence and TendernelS, that 
the good Charater he received from his Enzmies, as w~ 11 
as Friends, oblig.d King Charles to create him a Privy 
Coinfillor: Aud it was obferved, thatinall bis Under- 
tikings he was as fuccefstul as bold ;.for tho’ my Lord 
Aberdeen’s Learning and Politicks recommended him to- 
King Charles and the Duke of York, yet Clavers turn- 
ed him outot Favour, and was a great lufrument of the 
Earl of Perth’s Advancement. 

Ata Circuit Court at Dumfties, fome Miftakes hap- 
pened between Queensberry and Clavers, which obli- 
ged Clavers to-leave the Circuit, and in one Day, when. 
the Ground was covered with Snow, he rode from 
Dumtries to Edinburgh, which is above 60 lung Miles ;. 
the next. Day he took Journey for London, and was there 
when King Charles died ;..and at King Jaimes’s-Acceffion 
to the Crown, he joining with Perth and Melford,. they. 
turned Queensberry out of Favour. 

About this Time the Whigs began to renew their Re- 
bellions in Galloway, whcre they. murdered the Mini- 
fter of Creforn in his Bed; and coming afterwards to. 
Kirkcudbright, killed a poor;Man there, who was one 
of the Centiicls on the Tolbooth, only for challenging 
thm, Who comes there ? About fix Miles trom Kirk- 
cudbright, Clavers,..with fome Horfe and Dragoons, at- 
tacked that Party of Rebels that murdered the Minifter, 
chaced them into.a Bog, killed feven or cight of them, 
and took fome Prifon.rs, who told him the Murderer. of 
the: Minifter lay dead on the Spot.
